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With this issue we "welcome in" 1990 (even if it 
was born three months ago) and the recent 
announcement that all postage is due to be 
increased.

1s" 3B 
corellation between rates for advertising and 
mail’services, as regards the Souvenir Card 
Joos Dur top charge for a full page spacc - 
inevnsiace back cover - 18°335; for the outside 
back cover, "Paper Moncey" (SPMC) charges $152 
for a one-time insertion, and for inside front 
and back covers, one-time, the charge is $145. 
As you'll realize, a vast difference. 


As the mailing rate changes have only just been 
announced my/our printer has not begun to 
analyze them yet. Long before next year he will 
know what the increased rate will be to mail our 
Journal. For an individual copy of the SCJ the 
difference between now and the future will 
probably be affordable. However, multiply 
"affordable" by 1000 (copies) and eycbrows 
raise. I see our advertising rates as being a 
subject for discussion at the couple of 
gatherings where we will all meet.

While shifts of various types are by no means rare, the majority of them are in the range of single 
digits. Even some of these will casily command immediate attention, when seen. However, shifts in 


the double digit range are far less common and can truly be called spectacular. The B 56 illustrated 
here is one of the latter. 


This card appears to have bcen printed by a combination of offset lithographic and intaglio 
processes. This, then, would mean that all of the brown currency vignette would have been printed 
on a rotary intaglio press, with the dark green centcr being a separate operation, on the same press. 
All of the black printing (heading, text, etc.) were printed by the offset process. 


This card, with a 14-l15mm shift of the brown intaglio image is quite significant and it was found 


by one of our New York state members in a shipment of mint and canceled cards he had ordered 
from the BEP. 


Previous cards of this nature have always bcen printed "4-up" which means that three additiona! 
cards would have been printed in the same manncr. If not caught by BEP inspection personnel, one 
of them could be in your album!

PS 37 (NORDPOSTA 81) 


We illustrate here a significant vignette shift on the PS 37, not included in the errors and varieties 
list of the SCCS numbering system publication. The Scott U.S. 923 vignette, besides having the 
upper right corner canted up Imm, is also shifted up 8mm, thus being immediately adjacent to the 
black offset dateline. The BEP was asked how this could have happened and they replied as follows: 


"The NORDPOSTA 81 souvenir card has an upward shift of the dic stamped vignette of the 
3¢ stamp ’First Steamship to Cross the Atlantic.’ 


This card was printed by a combination of offset lithographic and die stamping (intaglio) 
processes. The text and vignette of the German stamp were printed in six colors by the 
offset process. The colors employed for printing the offset vignette were yellow, gray, red, 
blue, brown and black. The offset printing was performed as a six subject layout. 


The 3¢ ’First Steamship to Cross the Atlantic’ (U.S. issue of 1944) was reproduced in die- 
stamped purple. With the particular die-stamping press employed, the individual cards are 
manually introduced onto a feeding board which contains holding pins such that each card 
can be placed in proper alignment. The intaglio vignette of this card is misregistered, 
indicating that the card was not properly aligned with fed into the die-stamping press. 


After die-stamping, the printed cards were trimmed to a size of 6" x 8" for inspection and 
packaging. A total of 102,000 cards were cartoned for shipment in units of 2,000 cards per 
carton. Five cards were retained by this Bureau. 


The submitted card does not mect the Bureau of Engraving and Printing’s quality standards 
and should have been removed cither during production or during the examination process."

For frosting on the cake we show another NORDPOSTA 81 card with only a 5mm upward shift. and 
with a Imm upcant on the left corner. This card carries the much publicized "error cancel" wherein 
the cancel reads NAPOSTA 81 instead of NORDPOSTA 81. For those readers not familiar with this 
cancelling error, 441 of them were sold before it was discovered. 


For the record, a card dealer in Ohio has discovered the B82 A.N.A. ’85 Baltimore Sth day show 
cancelled card with a sharp mirror image offset transfer in normal position on the back (see 
illustration). Assuming that this card was printed "four-up" it is quite possible that another three 
cards (or may even more) exist. 


Our Summer ’87 and Summer ’89 issucs noted vignette shifts to the left for this same card.

That’s where the membership is 
asked to assist by writing to me and give a number on the error cards that you have and if they are 
they mint or show cancelled. Anonymity will be noted should you so desire. We have to at least get 
an idea on how many errors are “out there." I ask our dealers to also participate. 


In my last column I strongly urged you to write Peter H. Daly, Director, Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, Washington, D.C. 20228 in support of BEP souvenir cards. I wonder if any person reading 
this column has written Mr. Daly? Come on, it will only take you a few minutes. Please. 


I am now going to provide you with an update on the SCCS numbering system for ASDA cards

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THE STORY OF WILLIAM MCKINLEY 
ILLUSTRATED WITH VARIOUS PRINTED SOUVENIRS 
Curtis D. Radford, M.D. (SCCS 1) 


William McKinley, 25th President of the United States (see Figures 1 and 
2), succumbed to infection after being shot in an assassination attempt 
at the Pan-American Exposition of 1901. 


William McKinley was a very successful and popular politician whose 
career spanned thirty-two years. His death was mourned by the whole 
civilized world and national mourning was the most impressive since the 
death of Lincoln. Even today, McKinley is considered to be one of the 
most famous U.S. Presidents. Hence, his life story warrants being 
retold. 


During McKinley's life, and following his assassination, a wide variety 
of souvenir cards, portraits, programs, invitations, and tickets were 
issued. Such mementos of McKinley's life serve well to showcase the 
Significant events during his career. Therefore, this article will 
present the life and times of William McKinley illustrated with printed 
souvenirs marking many of the milestones of his career. 


This President was the seventh of nine children born to William and 
Nancy Allis McKinley at Niles, Ohio on January 29, 1843. Both of his 


grandfathers had served in the American Revolution. His ancestors were 
of Scotch-Irish descent. His father, William McKinley, Sr., provided 
for his family by running a small pig-iron furnace where, as a boy, the 
son worked in the foundry with his father. He received his secondary 


education at an academy in Poland, Ohio where he excelled in public 
speaking and debate. In 1859, McKinley entered Allegheny College where 
he performed well but had to withdraw after one year because of illness. 
For a short period of time, he taught school and then joined the Army at 
the outset of the Civil War. 


At the age of 18, McKinley enlisted in the Twenty-Third Ohio Volunteers 
(Twenty-Third Ohio Volunteer Infantry Regiment) commanded by Col. 
William S. Rosecrans. The regiment served under McClellan and fought in 
the battles of South Mountain and Antietam. By 1862, McKinley was 
commissioned a Second Lieutenant and, by the end of the war, he had been 
promoted to Major. He served as an aide to Generals Hancock and Crook 
and was prominently involved in the battles of Fisher's Hill and Cedar 
Creek. Major McKinley was mustered out of the Army in 1865. For the 
next two years he studied law in New York and Ohio, being admitted to 
the Ohio Bar in 1867. McKinley's first public office was that of a 
Republican prosecuting attorney for Stark County in 1869. 


While practicing as a young attorney in Canton, Ohio, McKinley 
met Ida Saxton, a cashier in her father's bank. Ida was a 
vivacious young woman with a slender figure, sky blue eyes, fair 
skin, and abundant, auburn hair. They fell in love and were 
married on January 25, 1871 at the First Presbyterian Church in 
Canton. Their wedding invitation can be seen in Figure 3. A 
daughter, Katherine, was born on Christmas Day, 1871, and another 
daughter was born in April 1873. Following her second pregnancy, 
Ida became ill suffering from phlebitis, epilepsy, and a nervous 
Gisorder. The frail baby died in August of 1873 and Katharine 
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died in 1876. The combined effects of her physical problems 
along with the emotional trauma of losing two daughter left Mrs. 
McKinley's health shattered, with her an invalid. Throughout 
McKinley's career, he was never far from her side; he arranged 
his schedule to suit her convenience and indulged her every whim 
(see Figure 4).

Despite his wife's health problems, McKinley remained active 
politically. In 1872 he made numerous speeches in Support of 
General U.S. Grant's presidential candidacy, and in 1875 in 
Support of Rutherford B. Hayes' campaign for Governor of Ohio. 
tien in B76. McKinley was elected to the U.S. House of 
Representatives. He remained a member of the House until 1891 
with the exception. of five months in 1884. During this time he 
was noted for his honesty, thoroughness, and his ability to 
harmonize divergent views. In 1880, he succeeded Garfield on the 


Ways and Means Committee. He made a bid for the House 
Speakership in 1889 but lost; no matter - he was elected chairman 
of the House Ways and Means Committee. This position was second 


only to that of the Speaker in importance and catapulted him into 
the national limelight. McKinley formulated a high tariff bill, 
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the McKinley Act, which became law in 1890. He was also 
instrumental in formulating the Sherman law regarding the use of 
silver bullion and coinage. McKinley was defeated for re- 
election to the House in 1890 as a result of gerrymandering.

He was then elected Governor of Ohio, by large pluralities, in 
1891 and 1893. In 1893, McKinley found himself obligated to pay 
the debts of a friend whose notes he had cosigned. Because these 
debts exceeded the value of their holdings, McKinley faced 
financial ruin even after selling off his assets. His solvency 
was assured with the help of friends who rescued him financially. 
In the mid-1890s Cleveland industrialist, Marcus Hanna decided to 
promote McKinley for the Presidency in the elections of 1896. 
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Hanna organized the favorable sentiment for McKinley that was 
already widespread by 1896. 


The 1896 Republican National Convention was held in St. Louis, 
Missouri; an engraved ticket to the convention is illustrated in 
Figure 5. McKinley was nominated for the Presidency ona 
platform featuring protective tariffs and the maintenance of the 
gold monetary standard. Garret A. Hobart of New Jersey was 
selected as the vice-presidential candidate. Portraits of Hobart 
and McKinley were featured on Bureau of Engraving and Printing

Ida Saxton. It consists of cut-out, affixed portraits of McKinley and 
Saxton and offset printed text.

Figures 8 and 12). McKinley achieved the nomination by receiving 
661: votes out of 906 on the first ballot. His opponent was 
William Jennings Bryan, the Democrat nominee whose platform 
advocated free and unlimited coinage of silver.

The campaign was remarkable for the different methods used by the 
candidates. Bryan canvassed the entire country during his 
campaign. McKinley, however carried out his famous "front porch 
campaign" by delivering about 300 speeches from the porch of his 
house to thousands of visitors who arrived daily by railway 
trains. This unusual campaign method was adopted because of 
McKinley's invalid wife whom he refused to leave for even short 
periods. Hanna, McKinley's campaign manager, also used thousands 
of surrogate campaign speakers and distributed millions of 
pamphlets around the country. McKinley won by an electoral vote 
of 271 to 176 for Bryan and a popular majority of more than 
600,000 (7,104,779 to 6,502,925). The voting was along sectional 
lines with Bryan carrying most of the South and West. 


William McKinley, Jr. was inaugurated as the 25th President on 


March 4, 1897. The inauguration was a gala event which was 
commemorated by the issuance of a variety of quality, printed 
souvenirs. Such souvenirs included a multicolor, lithographed 


"Art Supplement" to the Philadelphia Inquirer (Figure 6) and 
steel-engraved Inaugural Ball invitation cards and dance programs 
(see Figures 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11). The Tennessee Centennial 
Exposition was held from May 1st to October 31st of 1897 in 
Nashville. A set of 10 different BEP-printed souvenir cards was 
issued at the show including one featuring vignettes of McKinley 
and Hobart (see Figure 12). President McKinley may have attended 
the Exposition. On January 27, 1898, McKinley attended the Third

tures vignettes of McKinley, Hobart, 
1897Aa). 
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Annual Banquet of the National Association of Manufacturers at 
the Waldorf Astoria in New York. An attractive leather bound 
program was issued containing eight different souvenir cards 
engraved by the Dempsey and Caroll Company of New York. The 
title page card of one of the programs was autographed by 
McKinley (see Figure 13). 


From the outset of McKinley's administration, there was much 
concern over the Cuban insurrection against Spain. For a full 
year, McKinley tried to keep the U.S. from becoming involved. 
However, the public was embittered by the Spanish government's 
harsh treatment of the Cuban people. In addition, the mysterious 
sinking of the battleship U.S.S. Maine was blamed on Spain by the 
press - further inflaming the U.S. public. When Congress was on 
the verge of declaring war on Spain without McKinley's 
recommendations, the President sent it a message asking for 
"forcible intervention" to achieve peace in Cuba. Congress 
approved a declaration of war on April 25, 1898. The Spanish- 
American War was brief with armistice signing taking place in 
August 1898 after the Spanish fleets were utterly destroyed. The 
subsequent Treaty of Paris in 1899 resulted in the United States 
setting Cuba up as a Republic, and taking over control of the 
Philippines and Puerto Rico. This resulted in a sharp debate in 
the U.S. as there were some who were against U.S. "imperialism." 
In any event, the Spanish-American established the U.S. as a 
world power for the first time. 


Much of the rest of McKinley's term was devoted to suppressing 
the unexpected Philippine revolt of Emilio Aguinaldo and 
organizing the governments of the new dependencies. At this time 
another foreign problem developed in China - The Boxer Rebellion, 
which resulted in hundreds of deaths. As a result, McKinley sent 
5,000 U.S. troops on an expedition to China to help protect 
Western residents and American interests. 


In 1899, the Vice President, Garret A. Hobart died. A souvenir 
book MEMORIAL ADDRESSES ON THE LIFE AND CHARACTER OF GARRET A. 
HOBART was published by the Government Printing Office and 
containing a BEP-printed frontispiece along with the addresses 
delivered before Congress (see Figure 14). 


The Republican National Convention of 1900 was held on June 19th 
in Philadelphia; a proof of the souvenir ticket from the 


convention is illustrated in Figure 15. At the convention 
McKinley was nominated without opposition. The main controversy 
involved who would replace Hobart as Vice-President. New York 


Republicans wanted to get rid of the troublesome Theodore 
Roosevelt by getting him nominated as the vice- presidential 
candidate. 


Hanna, again serving as McKinley's campaign manager, was opposed 
to Roosevelt. McKinley, however, refused to let Hanna interfere 
with the nominating process and Roosevelt was nominated. 
Roosevelt provided youth and vigorous campaigning to the 1900 
Presidential race. These were valuable assets as McKinley did 
not personally campaign. Again, the campaigning was done by 
surrogates for McKinley who chose to remain at the side of his 
invalid wife, Ida.

The Democratic National Convention of 1900 again nominated 
William Jennings Bryan and this time with Adlai E. Stevenson, Sr. 
as his vice-presidential running mate. Bryan and Stevenson 
carried a platform once again condemning the gold standard and 
calling for free coinage of silver. In addition, they opposed 
the policy of colonial expansion or "imperialism" during the 
McKinley Presidency. The Republican candidates, however, 
profited from the prosperity of the period and appealed to the 
voters with the slogan "four years more of the full dinner-pail." 
Because of McKinley's sincerity and popularity, Bryan's personal 
attacks on him backfired. Hence, the President received the 
largest popular majority ever given a presidential candidate up 
to that time. McKinley was re-elected with an electoral vote of 
292 to 155 and with a popular majority of nearly 850,000 
(7,219,828 to 6,358,160). McKinley was quite pleased with the 
vote, exclaiming "I can no longer be called the President of a 
party. I am President of the whole people." 


The election year closed out with President McKinley hosting a 
national celebration in Washington, DC. The National Capitol 
Centennial celebrating the establishment of the seat of 
government in the District of Columbia was held on December 12, 
1900. A souvenir program was issued for the celebration by the 
government. The program consisted of six intaglio souvenir cards

printed by Bailey, Banks, & Biddle Company of Philadelphia bound 
by a red, white, and blue ribbon. The cover card included a 
reproduction of a medal minted for the event picturing Presidents 
Adams and McKinley (see Figure 16). 


The celebration included a White House reception given by 
President and Mrs. McKinley for the Governors of the States and 
Territories. A parade followed which included military, naval, 
and civilian escorts, President McKinley and his cabinet, 
Governors of the States and Territories, Centennial Committee 
members, and various veteran and other groups. Exercises were 
then held at the Capitol, followed that evening by a reception at 
the Corcoran Gallery of Art.
